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History of Olyphant’s Business-Professional 
Men’s Club

The club was organized in 1923. Credit to be given to Morgan R. Evans who 
originated the idea. Its first meeting was held at Hotel Lawler in the form of a noon 
day luncheon May 16, 1923. Its first president was Bart J. Lynch. Since its incep- 
tion the following have, as presidents, led the clubs’ activities: E. S. Jones 1924, M. 
J. Philbin 1925, S. J. Mathews 1926, George R. Hricko 1927. The club was rather 
inactive until the fall of 1931 when E. M. Dowling, Manager of the Granada Theatre 
immediately saw the possibilities of the work that such a civic organization could ac- 
complish for Olyphant and he set about to again revive the activity in the way of ad- 
vertising for the Christmas holidays. Mr. Dowling was elected president for the year 
1932 and again re-elected president for the current year 1933. 


The Business-Professional Men’s Club is a service organization. Its slogan 
is “Olyphant, the Biggest Little Town in Pennsylvania” and in exemplification of that 


slogan all matters of Olyphant’s welfare come properly within the scope of the club. 


The Business-Professional Men’s Club is a non-political, non-sectarian organi- 
zation, and, is composed of the representative business and professional men who have 
an interest in the welfare and progress of the community. 


The Business-Professional Men’s organization is similar to Rotary and 
Kiwanis clubs. Its members contribute generously to all drives in the community, 
the Cheer Club, the Firemens’ and the American Legion as well as other fraternal 
organizations too numerous to mention. 


The club at present is taking an active interest in National patriotic work 
along NRA lines, Mr. Sam Dolitsky, vice-president of the club being the local NRA 
Chairman. A group of the club’s members are also actively engaged in committee 
work to organize a bank locally because of the present hampered condition of our town 
due to the lack of banking facilities. Mr. H. B. Bush, the club’s Treasurer is chairman 
of the bank movement. 


The Business-Professional Men’s Club, has in a large measure fulfilled the 
purpose of its existence as an organization and individually its members have partici- 
nated in practically every civic movement of importance, as well as state and national 
activities. 


On April 5, 1925, the organization was host to General Manager L. F. Loree 
of the Hudson Coal Company at a noon day luncheon at Hotel Lawler and it set a new 
standard for attendance records on that occasion. 


The club meetings are held regularly the third Monday of each month at the 
local Borough Building. Special sessions are held however and called by the Chair- 
man to act on important matters that pertain to the good and welfare of Olyphant that 
come before the membership. 


The clubs officers, chairmen of the different committees receive no salaries, 
fees, commissions or compensation for services rendered at any time. The work is all 
done voluntarily.

School Head Notes Development of Borough Since Coal 
Was First Mined Here In 1858; Comprehensive Sur- 
vey of Changing Conditions Outlined by Educator 


1858—1933 
Ry JOHN A. DEMPSEY 
The week of September 10-17, is the time set apart flor the 
Old Home Week celebration in Olyphant to fittingly commemorate 
the 75th anniversary of the mining coal in the borough. In 1858 
the first coal was mined when Olyphant was a primitive wilder- 
ness with four scattered hovs-s of the most humble type. 


The men who blazed the way for 
the Olyphant of today were Louis 
Pugh of Scranton, Edward Jones of 
Blakely and Rev. Abel Barker of Wy- 
oming who leased the 300 acre tract 
of land from William Hull who lived 
across the river. The Mid-Valley

was known as Blakely Township in 
those days. The earliest mining op- 
erations were in the top vein in drift 
No. 1 situated opposite Mahon’s 
Square; drift No. 2 situated in close 
proximity to the present No. 2 shaft 
and drift No. 8 operated by Land- 
master behind the present D. & H. 
station. Small breakers were oper- 
ated at each of these drifts and the 
earliest employes were experienced 
miners who came down from Car- 





bondale. This was the exploratory 
period of the town and it might be 
said in passing that the first house 
erected in the village. was taken from 
Carbondale. 

The operations mentioned above 
were eventually taken over by the D. 
& H. company who sunk the Grassy 
Islond shaft and built a breaker in 
that section in the year 1866. Jo- 
seph Atherton was the first foreman 
and the capacity and production was 
750 tons a day. In rapid succession 
other shafts and breakers were put 
into operation such as Marshwood, 
Eddy Creek, Olyphant Colliery, Un- 
derwood and the new _ shaft at 
Grassy. 

During the construction period 
which followed many homes were 
built and in the late nineties Oly- 
phant began to pull herself out of 
the mud by the laying of sidewalks 
and paving of streets. The town was 
lighted by its own electrical energy 
and the health of her citizens was 
guarded by the construction of a 
sewage system. Today, Olyphant is 
a healthful community to live in 
comprising an area of six square 
miles with an altitude of 800 feet 
above sea level at its lowest point, 
the entrance of Eddy Creek into the 
Lackawanna River, and the commun- 
ity has over nine miles of paved 
streets. 

In spite of floods, explosions and 
fires which destroyed No. 1 breaker, 
Eddy Creek and Olyphant Colliery. 
the latter two being rebuilt, the town 
because of its rich beds of coal has 
continued to grow and prosper dur- 
ing the architectural and engineer- 
ing period so that today our business 
district is in a class by itself, our 
resident sections are second to none 
and our mines and breakers are
